Appeals court sides with 
Obama administration, 
overrules previous ban

SAN FRANCISCO A federal appeals court ruled 
Wednesday that the Pentagon may tempo- 
rarily reinstate a ban on openly gay men and 
women in uniform while a lengthier stay in 
favor of the “don’t ask, don’t tell” policy is 
considered. 

The ruling by the 9th U.S. Circuit Court of 
Appeals in San Francisco added to the disar- 
ray surrounding a landmark legal battle that 
already has forced the U.S. military to wel- 
come openly gay recruits for the first time. 

Siding with the Obama administration, a 
three-judge appellate panel lifted an injunction 
issued last week by U.S. District Judge Virginia 
Phillips that barred further enforcement of a 
law requiring gay men and lesbians in the armed 
forces to keep their sexual orientation private. 

She refused on Tuesday to lift her own in- 
junction, prompting the administration to 
petition the appeals court. 

Phillips’ injunction now will be suspended 


while the 9th Circuit considers the admin- 
istration’s request for a longer-term stay to 


remain in effect during the government’s 
overall appeal. 


A 9th Circuit ruling on a full-blown stay 
pending appeal is expected after lawyers for 
the Log Cabin Republicans, the gay rights 
group challenging the ban, files its response 
to that motion in court in the next 10 days. 

The group’s lead attorney in the case, Dan 
Woods, called the one-page order from the 
appeals court a minor setback and said he ex- 
pected to ultimately prevail in the case. 

The emergency stay came as some gay vet- 
erans expelled under the “don’t ask, don’t tell” 
policy have sought to re-enlist in a test of the 
lower-court decision. 

The Obama administration insists it sup- 
ports ending the ban but prefers a political 
rather than court-imposed remedy and has 
urged the courts to give the military more 
time to make the transition on its own. 

Phillips ruled in September that the mili- 
tary’s 17-year-old policy infringes on the con- 
stitutional free-speech and due-process rights 
of gay men and women in the armed forces. 

She put that opinion into effect Oct. 12 
with a blanket injunction requiring the mili- 
tary to stop enforcing the ban and halt pend- 
ing investigations and discharges stemming 
from it. 


Apple rolls out new superlight laptops

Apple released a redesigned line of laptops 
and offered a peek at new Mac software at 
a news conference Wednesday at its Cuper- 
tino, Calif, headquarters. 

The MacBook Air laptops will be avail- 
able to buy in ii- and 13 -inch-display mod- 
els. The smaller size costs $999 and the 
larger costs $1,299. 

Neither model includes a hard drive or 
DVD player. 

Instead, the MacBook Air uses what’s 
called flash storage, a more efficient but pric- 


ier technology used in many of the compa- 
ny’s other portable products. That costliness 
is evident in the base model, which has only 
64 gigabytes of space. (It costs an extra $200 
to double the storage.) 

This flash memory helps the new Mac- 
Book Air achieve between five and seven 
hours of battery life when surfing the Web, 
and 30 days of standby time. It also allows 
the computer to turn on almost instantly 

The machines are lighter, at 2.3 to 
2.9 pounds, and thinner— the wedge-shaped 
aluminum gizmos measure just over three- 


quarters of an inch at the widest edge. 

“We really see these as the next genera- 
tion of MacBooks,” Steve Jobs, the compa- 
ny’s chief executive, said at the event. “We 
think all notebooks will be like these some- 
day” 

Rather than using DVDs, software will 
be installed through a new App Store, simi- 
lar to the digital marketplace on Apple’s 
iPhone and iPad.

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The bully wants 
to be my friend 

Whenever I receive notice of a Facebook friend request, I get 
excited about whom it could be. A long-lost college classmate? An 
ex-boyfriend who’s now fat and alone? Neil Patrick Harris inviting 
me to his baby shower? 

So last week, when I saw who wanted to be my “friend,” I was 
taken aback. It was my high school bully 

Like many awkward teens who struggle with their sexuality, 

I had a bully who taunted me relentlessly for four years. He was 
commonly referred to as “Cujo.” I’m not sure whether this was a 
name he gave himself or one he earned, but it perfectly summed 
up his character. 

Cujo would corner me in the stairwell between classes and 
threaten to beat the crap out of me. He’d knock the books out of 
my hands and kick them down the hallway while calHng me “fag.” 
He’d even glare at me across a classroom like a rabid dog waiting to 
attack. 

He also called me names— most often “Edgar” because in our 
ninth-grade English class I wrote a report about poet Edgar Allen 
Poe. It wasn’t the most creative taunt or worst name I could have 
been called, but it was upsetting nonetheless, especially when he 
would yell down the hall, “I’m gonna kill you, Edgar!” and then 
mutter gay slurs under his breath. I didn’t even know I was homo- 
sexual at that time, but Cujo could sniff out the gay a mile away 

Bullying has received a lot of media attention lately after a 
number of gay teens, pushed to the brink, took their own lives. 
The rash of suicides prompted columnist Dan Savage to create the 
It Gets Better project as a way for the global community to lend 
support to LGBT youths and let them know there is a Hght at the 
end of that seemingly long, dark and endless tunnel. 

My experience in high school wasn’t as dire as some others have 
faced. I never was physically harmed, but the emotional scars 
remain. 

When I saw this friend request, it instantly took me back to 
ninth grade, when Cujo pushed me up against a locker and told me 
never to show my face in school again unless I wanted to get the 
queer beat out of me. I stood there frozen, a skinny, geeky band 
nerd, while my best friend threatened to tell the principal if he 
touched me again. 

Recalling those experiences, I wasn’t sure if I should accept 
this friend request. Maybe Cujo wanted to apologize for the tor- 
ment and harassment. Or maybe he wanted to pick up where he 
left: off 

In the end, I decided to accept Cujo and find out where this 
leads. I am today a stronger and more confident person assured of 
who I am because, despite the stress at the time, it did get better.

Chicago-bred entertainer Kanye West has 
experienced some serious ups and downs dur- 
ing the past year. Approximately 36 percent 
of those surveyed held positive to very posi- 
tive views of the rapper-producer-tastemaker 
back in August 2008, according to an E-Score 
Celebrity poll provided by e-Poll Market Re- 
search. To provide some context, the average 
musician’s likability score is approximately 
48 percent, according to e-Poll spokesman 
Randy Parker, while popular actors— includ- 
ing Sandra Bullock and Betty White— cur- 
rently score in the 80th percentile. 

But West’s percentage— while not sky 
high— dipped sharply to ii percent after Tay- 
lor Swiftgate at the 2009 MTV Video Music 
Awards, according to e-Poll spokesman Ran- 
dy Parker. 

Lately things have been looking up for 
West, with a slight bump to 16 percent posi- 
tive appeal as of the most recent data from 
e-Poll. All these blips in his likability levels 
led RedEye to launch our own non-scientific

Despite wavering popuiarity, West out to prove that what hasn’t kiiied his career has made him stronger 


Plumes of crimson smoke crawl 
across the sky. Ballerinas in black tu- 
tus leap and twirl in a cavernous white 
dining hall. Model SeUta Ebanks clad 
in little more than feather pasties. 

Kanye ^^st’s latest video proj- 
ect, “Runaway,” easily could serve as 
source material for a film studies class 
... make that two film studies classes. 

The 35-minute piece, which West 
presented at an invite-only screen- 
ing late Tuesday at ShowPlace ICON 
Theatre in the South Loop, comes 
amid a groundswell of publicity for 
the polarizing artist, whose new al- 
bum drops Nov 22. 

Despite his recent ubiquity— in- 
cluding his impromptu performance at the Facebook head- 
quarters, his constant Twitter updates and releasing free music 
weekly via his “G.O.O.D. Friday” online experiment— the Chi- 
cago-bred rapper is still struggling to redefrne his pubHc persona. 

There’s Kanye West, the creative force behind “Runaway,” 
a high art concept story of a phoenix that falls to Earth and 
is romanced by West. And there’s the Kanye West who’s still 
living down his infamous MTV Video Music Awards flap last 
year with Taylor Swift. 

There is some evidence that West’s pubHc appeal has not 
frilly rebotmded since VMA-gate. A recent analysis by e-Poll 
Market Research showed the percentage of people surveyed 
who currently have a positive view ofWest sits at 16 percent— 
down from a high of 58 percent in 2004. 


Still, there’s no denying West’s appeal as an artist. 

Buzz abounded at Tuesday night’s screening, where a select 
group ofWest’s friends, fans and media outlets — including Re- 
dEye— got a sneak peek at “Runaway” 

^JCbaring a black jacket with jeweled sleeves and his signature 
shades, West provided an intro to the “video,” which features 
nine tracks from his upcoming “My Beautiful Dark Twisted 
Fantasy” album. The film debuts nationwide at 7 p.m. Saturday 
on MTV and BET. No doubt the film’s odd images— including 
what looks like red-hooded Ku Klux Klansmen escorting an 
oversized Michael Jackson head— will set tongues a-wagging. 

“Thanks for sitting through this,” West told the packed 
room after the film. “When everyone was talking through the 
silent parts, it made me feel at home,” he joked. 

His remarks during an approximately hourlong examination 
of his musical past, present and future came across as one part 
wounded, three parts defiant. West said the post-VMA media 
scrutiny broke him down. He also came to some realizations. 

One: “Tbu can’t do things to impress or get acceptance from 
other people.” Two: “Blogs are where people who cotxld never 
be you try to tell you how to do you.” 

After a brief hiatus from making music, he now is on a mis- 
sion to make and champion good art and “working from the 
perspective of a 5-year-old ... before people told me what to 
think.” 

“I realized my importance only after myposition was savagely 
taken away from me,” West said of his career and role as pop cul- 
ture patron of the arts. 

Music industry analysts and fans who talked to RedEye agree 
the producer-turned-rapper-turned-tastemaker never really 
lost his position in the public eye. They bet fans will follow

West as he explores increasingly progressive sounds, projects 
and collaborations, such as his recent teaming with Justin 
Bieber and Wu-Tang’s Raekwon. 

All West has to do to stay out of pop purgatory is make mu- 
sic, according to longtime MTV personality Sway. 

“Nobody took away his career,” Sway said during a phone 
interview "\ 55 bdnesday “What they took away was his reality” 

Sway said West likely became accustomed to audiences ac- 
cepting his previous outbursts, including a 2005 assertion that 
then-President George W. Bush didn’t care about black peo- 
ple, and a 2006 onstage tirade when he failed to win the “Best 
Video” at the MTV European Music Awards. 

Chicago music fan Lonnie Edwards of Logan Square agrees. 

“We are used to artists doing and saying ridiculous things,” 
Edwards said, adding that the VMA outcry was overblown. 
“There are too many toes in this world for somebody to get 
away without stepping on any” 

Sway said it’s clear West has changed, and it will only be a 
matter of time before he bounces all the way back, even with 
inevitable future faux pas. 

‘Almost anyone will acknowledge he is one of the most tal- 
ented, exciting entertainers and producers of our generation,” 
Sway said of ^ 5 Cbst. “Tbu don’t really want him to go away if 
you’re a fan of music culture. We’ve got to let this bird fly and 
see where he flaps.”

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Candidates for governor spar on policy

Democratic Gov; Quinn and Republican rival 
Bill Brady each warned that the other is unfit 
to lead a scandal-ridden Illinois on taxes, eth- 
ics and education Wednesday night during a 
televised debate. 

Quinn blasted Brady’s promises to cut the 
budget to deal with the state’s $13 billion defi- 
cit, contending a potential cutback in state 
school aid could result in higher local property 
taxes. But Brady said Quinn has “violated the 
constitution” by not balancing the state bud- 
get and said the governor’s push for higher in- 
come taxes for schools was the wrong way to 
deal with government spending run amok. 

During an hour-long debate sponsored by 
the League of Women Voters and WLS-TV, 
Brady maintained Quinn has been “operating 
a government of secrecy” that prevents the 
Republican from giving a pre-election picture 
of the budget cuts he would enact. But Quinn 


repeatedly argued that Brady would cut state 
funding for education by more than $i billion. 

In a campaign featuring a wide ideological 
disparity between the two major candidates, 
Brady sought to downplay his positions op- 


posing abortion, gun control and gay rights 
by saying his agenda is to restore Illinois’ 
economy Quinn accused Brady of purposely 
avoiding forums and debates in the African- 
American community That prompted Brady, 


a 17-year state lawmaker from Bloomington, 
to say Quinn “turned his back on the minor- 
ity communities” when it came to pushing to 
bring new Wal-Mart retail stores to Chicago. 

In a state where the two previous gover- 
nors— Democrat Rod Blagojevich and Repub- 
lican George Ryan— were snared in federal cor- 
ruption investigations, each candidate sought 
to link the other to the disgraced former chief 
executives. Quinn, a former two-time running 
mate of Blagojevich, said Brady lacked “for- 
titude” by supporting Ryan, imprisoned on 
corruption charges, for secretary of state and 
governor. 

“We do not need a governor of Illinois, 
like the last two, who’s ethically challenged,” 
Quinn said. 

“Ethically challenged, governor?” Brady re- 
sponded to Quinn. “You’re the same person 
four years ago who told us Rod Blagojevich 
was an honest man and a man of integrity” 

Wrigley bomb 
suspect pleads 
not guilty

A Chicago man charged with planting what 
he was led to believe was a time bomb out- 
side a crowded bar near Wrigley Field is not 
a terrorist, “just an incompetent who spoke 
too much,” his lawyer said in federal court 
Wednesday 

Sami Samir Hassoun, 22, pleaded not 
guilty to charges of attempting to use a 
weapon of mass destruction and attempt- 
ing to explode a bomb. 

Hassoun was arrested early Sept. 19 after 
he allegedly dropped a backpack loaded 
with a phony bomb into a trash can outside 
a tavern on North Clark Street. 

The backpack had been given to him by 
undercover FBI officials, with whom Has- 
soun had been discussing vague plans for 
attacks in the city for months. 

Attorney Myron Auerbach characterized 
his client as a “big talker” and “troubled 
young man” with no connections to actual 
terrorist groups. 

“He’s just an incompetent who spoke 
too much and was led down the path by 
[an] ... informant,” he said.

Wade plays defense on stand 

Miami Heat star cairn but terse during chiid custody testimony

Miami Heat guard Dwyane Wade was on the defensive 
Wednesday as he took the witness stand for a third day of 
testimony in the drawn-out battle for custody of his two 
young children. 

Wade was questioned by his ex-wife’s lawyer, Michael 
Haber, who tried to paint a picture of Wade as an absent 
father who hasn’t been involved in his children’s lives and 
who has lived apart from them for years. 

“I don’t remember,” Wade said when asked if he recalled 
the name of his 8 -year-old son’s kindergarten teacher. 

Asked if his youngest son had trouble recognizing him in 
the first year of his life, Wade said, “I can’t speak for {him}.” 

Wade, speaking calmly but tersely admitted his former 
wife, Siohvaughn Wade, took care of most of the children’s 
day-to-day necessities, such as taking them to doctor ap- 


pointments. Throughout the court battle over the two 
boys, ages 8 and 3, Wade’s lawyers have accused his former 
wife of bizarre behavior and contended she interfered with 
Wade’s visitation time. 

But Wade acknowledged Wednesday that his former wife 
had sometimes scheduled visits with the children to accom- 
modate his busy schedule.

But there’s good news for this West 
Side community area: There hasn’t been 
L a homicide there since August. It nar- 
Y rowly edged out Auburn Gresham and 


West Englewood, which have seen 20 homi- 
cides each from Jan. i through Oct. 15, Re- 
dEye determined. With 19 homicides each 
during the same period, Austin and Roseland 
are not far behind. All but one of the Hum- 
boldt Park homicides were shooting deaths, 
RedEye determined. A 46 -year-old man was 


beaten to death in June, officials said. 

The victims, all men, ranged in age from 
15-46, RedEye found. Chicago recorded 366 
homicides this year through Oct. 15, about 
the same number that was recorded last year 
during the same period, according to data.

Bravest woman in Mexico? 

Student is only person willing 
to be police chief in violent city 

□ PRAXEDIS G. GUERRERO, Mexico Some headlines 
are hailing her as the bravest woman in Mexico. 
Marisol Valles Garcia, all of 20 years old, says she’s just 
tired of everyone being afraid. 

Valles Garcia, a criminology student, became the po- 
lice chief this week of Praxedis G. Guerrero, one of the 
most violent municipalities in the border state of Chi- 
huahua. She was the only person who accepted the top 
job in a police force whose officers have been abducted 
and even killed. 

“Yes, there is fear,” Valles Garcia said Wednesday in 
an interview with CNN en Espanol. 

“It’s like all human beings. There will always be fear, 
but what we want to achieve in our municipality is 
tranquility and security” 

There’s good reason for the fear. Just this past week- 
end, a 59 -year-old local mayor, Rito Grado Serrano, 
and his 37-year-old son, Rogoberto Grado Villa, were 
killed in a house in which they were hiding in nearby 
Ciudad Juarez. Another area mayor was killed in June. 

Juarez is the bloodiest city in Mexico, with a report- 
ed 2,500 people killed in drug violence this year. Praxe- 
dis G. Guerrero is located about 35 miles southeast 
of Ciudad Juarez. Both are in the state of Chihuahua, 
which borders Texas. 

Nationwide, the federal government says, more than 
28,000 people have lost their lives since Mexican Presi- 
dent Felipe Calderon declared war on the drug cartels 
after taking office in December 2006.

Scott Lucas, best known as half of the long-running Chicago 
rock duo Local H, understands that the idea of assembling a 
seven-piece group for a solo turn might sound a bit incongru- 
ous to some. “The irony of putting together a band this big to 
go ‘solo’ certainly isn’t lost on me,’’ he said in a statement an- 
nouncing the album, the group’s second. “But I think the idea 

should be to try different things.’’ 

Opening with a gorgeous cover of David Bowie’s “Absolute Beginners,’’ the mini-album’s four cuts 
(also included are a reworked version of Local H’s “Hey Rita’’ and new versions of two songs from 
the Married Men’s debut, “George Lassos the Moon’’) find Lucas focusing exclusively on matters 
of the heart. The frontman croons his way through a downcast “Last One’’ like a death row inmate 
awaiting that final, fateful walk, singing, “It always ends the same ... pistol-whipped and bleeding 
in the sheets.’’ But even though love always seems to render Lucas fractured and left-for-dead, he 
can’t help crawling back into that ring on “Crosshairs,” an autumnal ballad that finds the singer 
gently prodding a lover to stay and grow old with him.

“The whole process of songwriting starts out in a 
very lonely place for me,” Taylor Swift says. 

Forget for a moment that she’s a four-time Gram- 
my Award winner who has moved 13 million albums, 
25 million song downloads and is the best-selling 
digital artist in history When 
Swift comes on the phone for 
an interview, she talks the way 
songwriters talk: an intuitive 
who favors feeling above all else. 

“I sit down to write a song be- 
cause Tm feeling a very intense 
emotion, usually an intense 
form of pain,” Swift says. ‘And I 
sit there and I’m writing it, and 
I’m thinking that I’m the only 
person who has felt this kind of 
sadness. ... 

Then, she says, “something 
magical happens.” 

“I put that song on an album and it goes out into 
the world. Then I get to stand on a stage and sing 
that song to people who are singing the words back. 
At that point, I don’t feel Like I’m alone anymore.” 

Swift releases her third studio album, “Speak 
Now,” on Monday The girl who began her record- 
ing career as a teen country-pop phenomenon is 
now a full-blown crossover star at 20. Some things 
have not changed: The kid who first penned such 
freshman and sophomore heartbreak hits as “Tim

McGraw” and “Fifteen” now is moving into young 
adulthood, but she still specializes in first-person 
narratives about love. 

“Writing about love and relationships is just so 
much more fascinating to me than writing about 
jet lag or living on a tour bus or hotels,” she says. “I 
don’t write about my career or 
my schedule. I write about what 
I feel.” 

And what Swift feels seems to 
be shared by a significant chunk 
of the world. 

“Her audience is big, it is di- 
KaMl verse, and I really think they 
willstaywithher through this,” 
Wade Jessen, Nashville’s 
senior chart manager for Bill- 
board. “I think the younger 
members of her audience are 
making that journey with her.” 

Of the four songs made publicly available leading 
up to the record’s official release, “Innocent” signals 
her greatest maturation as an artist. It’s her musical 
response to Kanye West, who created a media stink 
last year when he interrupted Swift’s acceptance 
speech at the MTV Video Music Awards. Perform- 
ing the song for the first time at this year’s VMAs, 
Swift took the high road. Her lyrics teemed with 
forgiveness and empathy, and the notion that re- 
newal is possible even after a public fall from grace: 
“Who you are is not what you did.”

The singles “Mine” and “Back to December” are 
classic Swift song-craft, simple but honest expres- 
sions of emotion. The wistful pop ballad “Back to 
December” finds her regretting a breakup with a 
former boyfriend. The addictively hook-y “Mine” 
casts Swift as a wounded loner— “a careless man’s 
careful daughter”— who falls for a guy who truly 
gets her. 

In these snapshots of love in all its glory and 
angst. Swift has not retreated from the confessional 
tone that first drew fans— especially female ones. 
And just like the girls and young women who con- 
fide in her at her meet-and-greets, she wants to be 
authentically heard. 

“I think everyone has a desire to be under- 
stood,” Swift says. “And especially girls like me and 
girls my age ... we want to feel that someone we’re 
with knows us on a deeper level and wants to know 
us on a deeper level. I think that we also want to 
be heard by society and really have our thoughts 
be conveyed.” 

Her power to connect with her fans should not 
be underestimated. In the concert video of her 2008 
hit “Fearless,” the camera fixes on a fan holding a 
sign that reads: “I Play Guitar Because of U.” 

“There’s no question that she’s put herself in the 
place of being a role model for these young women,” 
Jessen says. “I think she’s made it more comfortable 
for young people to express what’s going on with 
themselves, which is so key to their survival of those 
horribly awkward and sometimes dangerous years.”
